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Garrard Couple Accused Of Abusing 7-Week-Old

A Lancaster couple was 
arrested last Sunday in 
relation to the the fractured 
skull of a 7-week-old infant. 

Amanda Cole, 19, and 
Larry A. Delaney, 30, 109 S. 
Campbell St., were taken into 
custody on Friday evening 
after Lancaster police were 



called to the home of the 
child’s aunt, where an officer 
was shown the evidence of 


abuse. 

“The Lancaster 
Police Department 
takes all instances 
of child abuse 
seriously and we 
will not tolerate it,” 
Lancaster Police 
Chief Rodney Kidd 
said following the incident. 
Kidd said that officer 


Allen Weston took note of 
bruising to the baby’s upper 
back, ribs and buttocks upon 
investigation at the home 
of the concerned family 
member. 

The child was admitted 
to Fort Logan Hospital in 
Lincoln County, where it 
was determined that he had 
also suffered a fractured 


skull. 

Weston, along with social 
service representatives, then 
went to Cole and Delaney’s 
residence to interview them. 
The couple was taken into 
custody on Sunday morning. 

“In conclusion of the 
interview, the subjects

Mayor Blasted 
For Spending 
On Refreshments

A recommendation to 
reinstate a purchase-order 
system in city government 
was the result of a discus¬ 
sion started by Councilman 
Brandon McGlone when he 
raised the issue of what he 
believes are unnecessary ex¬ 
penditures by Mayor Brenda 
Powers. 

“Every month you are 
feeding people for no rea¬ 
son,” McGlone said to Pow¬ 
ers during Monday night’s 
regular monthly meeting. 

A $100 payment for cater¬ 
ing services in late July used 
to welcome local officials to 
city hall to celebrate the final 
funding awards needed to 
build a new water plant was 
the straw that broke the cam¬ 
el’s back for McGlone. 

“You don’t have to feed 
everybody,” McGlone said, 
adding that even small ex¬ 
penditures of the taxpayer’s 
money mounts up. “A bunch 
of small potatoes makes a 
whole big plate of mashed 
potatoes.” 

The July 26 event hosted 
by Powers was scheduled to 
publicly announce that Ken¬ 
tucky Rural Development 
had finalized the funding 
with a grant of $2,038 mil¬ 
lion and a loan of $6.3 mil¬ 
lion. RD’s funding added to 
a $2.5 million economic- 
development grant awarded 
last December and another 
$1.1 million in state fund¬ 
ing reallocated to the proj¬ 
ect brought the total to more 
than $12 million, the amount 
needed to replace the city’s 
aging water plant. 

Powers had actually 
jumped the gun. RD’s meet¬ 
ing with Powers was intend¬ 
ed for her to agree to and 


sign an 11-page “Letter of 
Intent to Meet Conditions” 
document. The document 
asked Powers to agree to 
raise water rates across the 
board more than 18 percent 
and to more than double the 
city’s overall bond indebted¬ 
ness in order to be approved 
for the funding. The actual 
awards would come at a later 
date, if approved. 

“This letter is not to be 
considered as loan and grant 
approval,” the letter of condi¬ 
tions, dated July 18, stated. 

Approval did come in a let¬ 
ter dated Aug. 3 and received 
by Powers on Aug. 6. 

Still Powers took issue 
with McGlone’s criticism of 
her decisions. 

“Why do you have to pick 
on me?” she said to Mc¬ 
Glone. 

McGlone continued 
though saying that the city 
is a public entity and the tax¬ 
payers deserve to know how 
their money is being spent, 
whether it is $100,000 or 
$100. 

“As a public entity I want 
people to know when they 
come to Garrard County they 
have hospitality,” she replied. 

The purchase-order sys¬ 
tem, which requires two 
quotes and approval by a su¬ 
pervisor, did not work well 
in the past, according to City 
Clerk Shari Lane. Employees 
would not follow the guide¬ 
lines and made it difficult for 
the maintenance department 
when small items like bolts 
and nuts were needed on a 
regular basis. The system 
was discontinued early on in 
former Mayor Don Rinthen’s 
administration due to the 
fact that he maintained con-

Maggie Mick 
and Bret Baierlein were not 
present. 

“I think she’ll be a great 
asset to us,” Mayor Pow¬ 
ers said. “She’s a very nice

Hostage Situation In 
Jackson Echoes Violent 
Garrard Incident In ‘90

Jackson County officials 
received a call that a female 
was trying to flag traffic 
down on US 421 advising 
that her children were being 
held hostage last week by a 
former Garrard resident with 
similar past transgressions. 

Louise McCulley, of Jack- 
son County called officials 
on August 5 stating that her 
boyfriend, Gilbert Lunsford, 
formerly of Lancaster, had 
assaulted her and pointed a 
gun at her. 

“She told us that he ad¬ 
vised that he would shoot the 
police, the kids and himself 


if he saw us,” Deputy John 
Sizemore stated in the report. 

The officers located Lun¬ 
sford in a garage with the 
children where he was ar¬ 
rested, though he denied any 
wrongdoing. 

Lunsford was charged 
with four counts of first de¬ 
gree Wanton Endangerment, 
and four counts unlawful im¬ 
prisonment, possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon 
and tampering with physical 
evidence. 

Back in the spring of 1990, 
Lunsford exhibited similar 
behavior when he was pulled 
over for a DUI and physi¬ 
cally assaulted a Lancaster 
Police Officer.

According to the March 
8 edition of the Central Re¬ 
cord, Officer Bill Schnitzler 
was grabbed by the neck¬ 
tie and choked by Lunsford 
upon being pulled over and 
asked to get out of his ve¬ 
hicle.

Author Works Through Loss With New Book 


Researches 1953 Garrard County Wreck Described 
As “Worst Holiday Wreck” In The County’s History

After losing his 88-year-old 
father to suicide, the author 
of a new book set to be titled 
“The Quilt” about his father’s 
life, decided to investigate the 
many facets of the depression 
that lead to that act in order 
to better understand it. That 
journey recently brought him 
to Lancaster where a wreck 
nearly 60 years ago took the 
lives of his father’s first wife 
and their children, leaving his 
father as the lone survivor. 

Author Michael Stamey 
and his wife, Debbie, recent¬ 
ly visited the Garrard County 
Library and Central Record 
offices to research the crash 
that occurred in Garrard 


County in July of 1953. 

“I am writing this book for 
several reasons, number one 
is therapy. I want to find out 
why my father, at 88 years 
old, took his life,” Stamey 
said. “In doing the research 
I am finding different ar¬ 
eas of tragedy that occurred 
throughout his lifetime.” 

Michael’s father, Robert 
Stamey, lost his brother and 
sister before the age of ten 
during the great depression. 
Later in the late 1940s he 
lost three little girls in a fire 
in Gary, Indiana, and just a 
few years later he lost his 
pregnant wife, two year old 
son and 17-year-old brother 
in a car accident in Garrard 
County. 


“Your newspaper called 
it in 1953 the worst holiday 
traffic accident in history,” 
Stamey said. “I want to give 
peace and relief to people 
who have lost their parents or 
children to suicide.” 

His father committed sui¬ 
cide on October 26 of last 
year. Michael Stamey was 55. 

Stamey, who is from Ten¬ 
nessee, left home at 16 and 
describes his father as bitter 
and closed off. 

“He tried to raise me the 
way his father raised him. He 
had a third-grade education,” 
he said. “I have a greater un¬ 
derstanding of the man right 
now than I have ever had.”

Housing inspector, who 
never misses a thing, gave 
us a clear go ahead. It was a 
nice feeling knowing maybe 
we have gotten the building- 
code science down pat. Dry- 
wall hanging was started on 
Saturday and the mudding 
will be completed by the end 
of the week. Then the interior 
doors will be installed and 
the homeowner can paint. 
We see the light at the end of 
the proverbial tunnel. 

We received a directive 


from Habitat International 
last week, which came from 
the IRS offices. It requires 
all 501(c)3 charities to 
implement an anti-money¬ 
laundering policy. It is a 15- 
page document listing all the 
possible ways money can be 
laundered. If a person had no 
idea how money was laun¬ 
dered, we now have all the 
directions needed. All affili¬ 
ates are required to have this 
policy in place by August 13, 
or else. There is no address 
to send our enacted policy to, 
but we have it. 

Our local Garrard County 
affiliate is not too affected 
by the requirement as it only 
pertains to donations from 
a private suspicious origin 
over $5,000. We have never 
received a private donation 
that large, suspicious or oth¬ 
erwise. If this did happen all 
we need to do is file a report 


to the government and they 
do the rest of whatever they 
would do. The new required 
policy is very exacting in 
what to look for, yet very 
vague as to how to actually 
report it. However we needed 
it in place to stay compliant 
with HI, so it is done. 

We have mentioned many 
times before in this article 
about the HLH tithe pro¬ 
gram. All affiliates must tithe 
at least annually. Our affiliate 
tithes quarterly. The latest HI 
news reports that this year 
the tithe program collective¬ 
ly raised $13.1 million. This 
money is used globally for 
building in hundreds of for¬ 
eign countries.We are proud 
to be counted in this awe¬ 
some accomplishment. 

We thank many people in 
this article for their contin¬ 
ued support for our affiliate. 
This week we would like to 


thank Central Kentucky Led- 
eral Savings Bank for the 
many hours spent on the pa¬ 
perwork required for funding 
from KHC.

Average Retail Gasoline Prices 


Kentucky, August 6- Av¬ 
erage retail gasoline prices 
in Kentucky have risen 22.6 
cents per gallon in the past 
week, averaging $3.70/g yes¬ 
terday. This compares with 
the national average that has 
increased 9.3 cents per gallon 
in the last week to $3.60/g, 
according to gasoline price 
website KentuckyGasPrices. 
com. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices yes¬ 
terday were 11.6 cents per 
gallon higher than the same 
day one year ago and are 
35.7 cents per gallon higher 
than a month ago. The na¬ 
tional average has increased 
19.1 cents per gallon during 
the last month and stands 6.5 
cents per gallon lower than 
this day one year ago. 

“Watching the national av¬ 


erage last week, one might 
have expected war broke out 
in the Middle East or a ma¬ 
jor hurricane shutting down 
production, neither of which 
happened, yet gasoline prices 
spiked,” said GasBuddy.com 
Senior Petroleum Analyst 
Patrick DeHaan. “The scary 
thought is what may happen 
to gasoline prices should 
one of the two actually take 
place. The Great Lakes was 
hosed with refinery issues 


and a major oil pipeline is¬ 
sue, and while other regions 
saw increases, they paled in 
comparison to those in the 
Great Lakes states. The good 
news for motorists is that the 
end to the summer driving 
season and change to winter- 
spec fuel is in view, which 
will likely put downward 
pressure on gasoline prices,” 
DeHaan said.

1 cup uncooked long grain 
white rice

1 teaspoon freshly ground 
black pepper 
1 teaspoon dried oregano 
1/2 teaspoon onion powder 
1/2 teaspoon dried thyme 
1/4 teaspoon garlic salt 

1 bay leaf 

2 cups chicken broth 
(can use fat-free and 
low sodium varieties if 
desired)

1 tablespoon tomato paste 
1/2 teaspoon hot pepper 
sauce 

1 (14.5 ounce) can diced 
tomatoes, undrained (can 
use no salt - variety if 
desired)

Heat the olive oil in a large 
dutch oven over medium 
heat. When hot, add onion, 
bell pepper, minced garlic, 
and sausage, saute 5 min¬ 
utes or until vegetables are 
tender. Add rice and the next 

7 ingredients (through bay 
leaf), cook approximately 2 
minutes. Add broth, water, 
tomato paste, hot pepper 
sauce, and diced tomatoes; 
bring to a boil. Cover, reduce 
heat, and simmer 20 min¬ 
utes. Make sure the rice isn’t 
sticking to the bottom as it 
simmers, but don’t over stir 
during this stage. Too much 
stirring will change the tex¬ 
ture of the rice.

6 tablespoons unsalted but¬

1 cup cornmeal 
3/4 cup all purpose flour 

1 tablespoon sugar 
1-1/2 teaspoon baking 

powder 

1/2 teaspoon baking soda 
1/4 teaspoon salt 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 
1-1/2 cup buttermilk 

Preheat oven to 425 de¬ 
grees. Lightly butter an 8 
inch baking dish. In a large 
bowl, mix together the corn- 
meal, flour, sugar, baking 
powder, baking soda, and 
salt. In a separate bowl mix 
together the eggs, buttermilk 
and butter. Pour the butter¬

CLAM CHOWDER

2 lbs. chopped clams 
with liquid 

1 lb. russet potatoes, peeled 
and cubed about 1/2 inch 
cubes 

2 cup onions, chopped 

3 slices of bacon, diced 

3 cups clam liquid, either 
broth from cooked clams 
or bottled clam juice, plus 
water to total 3 cups 
1 cup milk 

1 cup half and half or 
heavy cream 

Kosher or sea salt and 
pepper to taste 
Heat a heavy pot over me¬ 
dium heat and add bacon. 
Cook, stirring until lightly 
browned. Add onion and 
cook, stirring until soft and 
translucent. Add 3 cups re¬ 
served clam liquid or bottled 
clam juice and water, and 
increase heat to high. Add 
chopped potatoes and cook 
until potatoes are just soft 
about 10 minutes. Add milk, 
and half and half or cream 
and chopped clams, lower 
heat and simmer until clams 
are cooked. (4-8 minutes, 
depending upon the size of 
the chopped clams).

The construction of the 
Garrard County Animal 
Shelter is currently un¬ 
derway and moving along 
nicely according to county 
officials. 

Following a controver¬ 
sial fiscal court decision, 
which ultimately placed 
the new facility at Doty 
Heights off of Baker Av¬ 
enue, the construction 
began in May funded 
through the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

In December the fiscal 
court approved the purchase 
of 5-acres of land within city 
limits at a price of $20,000 
following a lengthy discus¬ 
sion in executive session. 

It was assumed then that 
the land acquisition would be 
in part used to construct the 
new animal shelter, with the 
$100,000 grant at stake and a 
deadline for use of the funds 
by July of this year hanging 
in the balance. 

However, with the con¬ 
troversy in the rear view,

trol over spending, he said. 
Anything that was purchased 
over $500 had to be approved 
by Rinthen first. 

In Other City Business: 

Council members dis¬ 
cussed an ordinance that 
would prohibit the occupation 
of recreational vehicles and 
campers as residences or per¬ 
manent living quarters within 
the city limits. Although 
council members deferred 
the ordinance in its draft form 
to Lancaster Planning and 
Zoning before scheduling a 
second reading, Powers was 
adamant that the ordinance 
should be adopted as soon as 
possible, citing incidents cur¬ 
rently causing problems.

young lady, very knowledge¬ 
able and very smart.” 

Born in Harlan, Wesley 
moved to the area when she 
was 6 years old, the same 
year her father became su¬ 
perintendent. She spent the 
next 12 years in Lancaster 
becoming Garrard County 
High School’s salutatorian 
in 2001. She was awarded a 
presidential scholarship to 
the University of Louisville 
where she completed her un¬ 
dergraduate studies in 2005. 
She was then accepted into 
U of L’s law school, Brandeis 
School of Law, graduating 
in 2008 and passing the bar 
exam on the first attempt. 

Wesley said she looks 
forward to serving the com¬ 
munity that has been such a 
large part of her upbringing. 

“I like being involved in 
the governmental aspect of 
where I grew up,” Wesley 
said.

Angela Arnette lives in Waynesburg, but 
has been a member of the Garrard County 
Arts Council for several years. She is also 
a member of the GC Writers’ Networking 
Group and has written several published ar¬ 
ticles about her native ancestors and their 
link to this area. 

Angela has crafted gourds for more than a 
decade. She enjoys working with gourds, be¬ 
cause it is nature’s pottery, a natural product 
of the earth. She derives her inspiration from 
her love of geometric designs as vehicles for 
a mesmerizing effect. 

She is also inspired by her Native Ameri¬ 
can ancestry in crafting traditional designs. 

Her sixth great grandfather was the last great 
chief of the Cumberland Plateau Region 
(Talsuska Chiqualatuque). Each of Angela’s 
pieces is filled with geometric designs that 
are drawn and then burned into the gourd 
using a pyrographer’s pen. Each piece is 
painted using a variety of media which may 
include acrylics, oils, acrylic inks or leather 
dyes. 

Angela is juried in mixed media acrylics, 
acrylic inks, pyrography on gourds with the 
Kentucky Guild of Artists and Craftsmen, 
the Kentucky Craft Marketing Program, and 
Sheltowee Artisans. 

Her work can be found at the Kentucky 
Artisan Center in Berea or through the Gar¬ 
rard County Arts Council. 



Second Phase Of Grand Theater 
Construction Could Conclude This Year 



Seats were installed for the first time in decades in the Grand Theater building on Lexington Street as part of the second phase of its revitalization. Estimates from the board could see the 
construction completing late this year, though no dates have yet been announced.

The Grand Theater on 
Lexington Street has been 
quiet for almost 37 years, 
since July 1, 1968. 

It was on that Monday 
when the vertical “Grand” 
theater sign was taken down 
and the doors were closed, 
according to The Central Re¬ 
cord. 

When it first opened its 
doors on Thursday, Lebruary 
12, 1925, it was proclaimed 
in the paper that “Lancaster 
and its citizenry can point 
with pride at one of the hand¬ 
somest, most commodious, 
and up-to-date show houses 
in central Kentucky, compar¬ 
ing favorably with many of 
the more pretentious houses 
in Louisville or Lexington.” 

And now, after more than 
11 years of planning and 
preparations, the ceremonial 
construction of the ambitious 
revitalization of the theater’s 
second phase is coming 
along, as seats are installed 
back into the theater and 
work continues on the bal¬ 
cony and stage. 

“We’re really excited 
about all that is going on cur¬ 
rently,” McKinnley Dailey, 
with Lirst Southern National 
Bank, said. “We are putting 
in all of the seats right now. 
They should be installed by 
Wednesday, no later than 
Thursday. We are currently 
working on finishing out 
sound and have lighting in 
progress. We are getting 
ready to order the projector 
and system that will hold 
all of the curtains and lights 
which should be installed 
around the middle of Octo¬ 
ber.” 

Dailey said the transfor¬ 
mation from dirt floors to 
concrete and from old fix¬ 
tures to modern ones is quite 
the sight to behold. Black¬ 
topping around the building 
is slated for mid-August as 
well. 

“The funding of seats is 
still in progress and we have 
sold between 75 and 100. We 
have around 300 remaining 
if folks are interested,” Dai¬ 
ley said. “We just keep mov¬ 
ing right along. It’s a nice 


feeling to get to this stage 
and see the seats going in. 
It’s just amazing.” 

The project was first con¬ 
ceived in 2000 by Arnie 
Akers and Dailey. In late 
2004, Akers and Dailey ap¬ 
proached John Wilson, be¬ 
fore he was elected as judge 
executive, about the project 
and the three of them formed 
the non-profit corporation 
known as The Lancaster 
Grand Theater, Inc in the 
spring of 2005. The initial 
board of directors, Dailey, 
President, Wilson, Vice Pres¬ 
ident and Akers as Treasurer, 
began acquiring property in 
April of 2005 and demolition 
began that year to help clear 
the blighted area. 

In conjunction with the 
Bluegrass Area Develop¬ 
ment District, they applied 
for several grants to begin 
the restoration of this down¬ 
town landmark and were 
awarded a $500,000 Com¬ 


munity Development Block 
Grant in 2007. 

Since 2007 the board has 
worked with many, including 
State Representative Lon¬ 
nie Napier, State Senator 
Tom Buford, the Department 
for Local Government, the 
BGADD, the Governor’s Of¬ 
fice, Larmers Bank, Whitaker 
Bank, Central Kentucky Led- 
eral Savings Bank and Lirst 
Southern National Bank, the 
Garrard Liscal Court, the 
Grand Theater Board of Di¬ 
rectors, Nathan Mick, Global 
Investment and many others 
to raise the necessary money 
to complete the first phase of 
work. 

Once completed, the the¬ 
ater will seat more than 400 
and will host national, cul¬ 
tural and artistic events. The 
facility will also be avail¬ 
able for use by community 
groups, the local high school 
and the Lancaster Higher 
Education Center, which is a 


partnership between Eastern 
Kentucky University and the 
Bluegrass Community and 
Technical College system. 

Although the theater, 
originally opened in 1925, 
closed its doors to the public 
in 1967, much of its initial 
splendor remains intact and 
will remain prominently fea¬ 
tured in the new design. 

The Grand Theater was 
originally commissioned by 
J.R. and S.G. Haselden. Lo¬ 
cal furniture craftsman J.A. 
Trumbo was hired to do 
much of the interior wood¬ 
work, and the original lamps 
located in the box seats were 
made from Model T car cas¬ 
ings. 

The theater originally held 
750 customers, and the stage 
and screen were compli¬ 
mented by a large pipe organ 
and piano located in the pit 
in front of the stage. 

The Grand Theater has 
the potential to be a hub of 


activity for Garrard County. 
Attracting crowds in the 
300-400 people range would 
stimulate local business and 
open up the opportunity to 
attract new business. A proj¬ 
ect of this nature has the abil¬ 
ity to change the mindset and 
economy of a small town, 
and will hopefully lead to a 
revitalization of the entire 
heart of Lancaster, its town 
square, according to http:// 
www.lancastergrand.com/. 

The Grand Theater will 
provide a wealth of entertain¬ 
ment options to Garrard and 
surrounding Counties, ac¬ 
cording to Dailey. The Grand 
will be a non-profit entity, 
and as such, it will be avail¬ 
able to the community in 
many ways. More quaint than 
today’s massive multi-plexes, 
yet refurbished with today’s 
state of the art production 
equipment, the Grand can of¬ 
fer the playwright’s stage and 
the silver screen alike. 


Gospel sings and Blue¬ 
grass groups will electrify 
the night, and plays per¬ 
formed by traveling shows 
or local talent will have au¬ 
diences applauding on their 
feet. 

Classic films will take us 
back to a bygone era and 
seasonal sounds from area 
orchestras will delight. The 
Grand will be available for 
businesses to gather and lis¬ 
ten to speakers or available 
to local churches for hymn 
sings. 

“The possibilities are end¬ 
less, and the opportunity to 
transform the dilapidated 
Grand Theater into some¬ 
thing special is at our finger¬ 
tips,” Dailey added. 

The Grand is located in 
the northwest quadrant of 
Lancaster’s town square. Lor 
more information contact 
McKinley Dailey or Arnie 
Akers at Lirst Southern Na¬ 
tional Bank.
